Charles Frederick Joy, republican, was re- 
turned elected at the last election for the 
eleventh Missouri (St. Louis) district, by 
a plurality of sixty-seven votes over John 
J. O’Nelll, the popular democrat who has 
for several previous terms represented that 
district in congress. Joy nous the seat, but 
on a contest by O'Neill the committee on 
elections, by a strict party vote, decided to 
re ort in O'Neill's favor. As soon as the 
Pe™eawi£ Sundry civil bill is disposed of— 
and Mr. Sayers, chairman of the committee 
on appropriations, thinks this can be done 
during tomorrow’s session—it is the purpose 
to call up the O'Neilll-Joy election case and 
the report of the committee on elections 
recommending the seating of Mr. O'Neill. 
This, it is understood, will be antagonized 
by the republicans, who will require the ma- 
jority to secure the presence of a quorum 
of their own number to carry out the pur- 
pose of the committee. Until that quorum 
of democrats appears the expectation is 
that no business will be transacted that 
does not meet unanimous approval, In the 
meantime the committee may report the 
English-Hiiborn case, from California, 
where a similar conclusion has been reached 
—that the republican sitting member, Hil- 
bern, must give way to English, the demo- 
cratic contestant, and ask that the two 
cases, together with that of Williams vs. 
Settle, from North Carolina, be disposed 
of at once, when the presence of a quorum 
is established, and thus clear the calendar 


mittee has prepared them tor action by the 
house. In the North Carolina case the com- 
mittee has decided to report in favor of 
Settle, the sitting republican, but Williams, 
the unsuccessful democratic candidate, is 
determined to carry the contest to the floor 
of the house. 
New Mexico's Statehood. 

Delegate Joseph has announced his inten- 
tion of asking the house early in the week 
to take up the bill providing for the ad- 
mission of New Mexico to statehood. But 
this will meet the same obstacle interposed 
in the path of the reports on the contested 
election cases—republican non-action. This 
can be avoided, however, by the democrats 
consenting to an amendment, which will 
admit Oklahoma. But at present there 
seems to be no prospect of this being done. 
After the election cases have been disposed 
of, the present intention of the leaders 
of: the house is to return to the considera- 
tion of appropriation bills. Thtére are now 
on the calendar the military academy bill, 
the postoffice bill and the diplomatic and 
consular bill. It is expected that before 
the work ends these will be increased by 
“the adoption of the river and harbor, naval, 
military and Indian appropriation bills, all 
of which, it is understood, are practically 
completed. 

The tariff bill will probably be reported 
to the senate on Tuesday or Wednesday, 
and on that question and the fruitful Ha- 
waiian topic some remarks may be made. 


MRS. BLACKBURN’S TESTIMONY 


Will Re an Important Part in the Line 
of Defense. 

Washington, March 18.—The disciosure 
made of the line of defense which Colonel 
Breckinridge will adopt in regard to the 
testimony of Mrs. Julia C. Blackburn gives 
interest to many portions of the testimony 
ef that lady under  cross-examination, 
which, at the tire, seemed to have no par- 
ticular point or bearing on the case. Even 
the court seeyy.i to share in this opinion 
gnd*at one part of the proceedings, when 
Mr. Phil Thonipson, Colonel Breckinridge's 
leading counrel, was questioning Mrs. 
Blackburn in regard to the acquaintance 
of Charles Dudley Warner and the plaint- 
iff, and Mr. Calderon Carlisle for the plaint- 
iff objected, Judge Bradley remarked: “I 
have been surprised that this eXamination 
has gone so far as it has, because it is ut- 
terly immaterial.” 

But its connection with what has been 
considered a vital point in the case of the 
plaintiff becomes apparent in the light of 
the revelation of the policy of the defense. 
The particular point where this objection 
was raised was where Mrs. Blackburn said 
that Colonel Breckinridge called upon her, 
as he said, at the request of Miss Pollard, 
to remove an unfavorable impression which 
had been made upon Mrs. Blackburn’s mind 
by a statement of Mrs. Fillette that “Miss 
Pollard was forward, taking undue liberties 
in the houses of her friends, having invited 
Charles Dudley Warner to her (Mrs. Fil- 
lette’s) house without permission. 

Other features of the cross-examination 
also become intelligible now. Colonel Breck- 
inridge also elicited from Mrs. Blackburn 
that she had become acquainted with Miss 
Pollard two years previous to the now fa- 
mous Good Friday interview on March 13th, 
having been introduced by Mrs. Fillette. 
To a further question, Mrs. Blackburn said: 
“T extended to her the same protection 
that 1 would to any young woman alone 
in the city from my own state, Kentucky. 
There was only such a friendship as would 
exist between a woman of my age and a 
young girl like her.” 

Miss Pollard called frequently, Mrs. 
Blackburn said, and when Mr. Wilson ob- 
jected to a question from Mr. Thompson as 
to whether Miss Pollard had assisted at her 
receptions, Mrs. Blackburn interposed: “It 
makes no difference,’”’ and answered in the 
affirmative, adding that she had on one 
occasion addressed the invitations for her, 

In cross-examination it was also elicited 
that Mrs. Blackburn had gone to New York 
and invested some money im stock specula- 
tions with 4 man whom, Miss Pollard had 
told her, had made some money for her. 
All this occurred before the Good Friday 
interview. It is, of course, expected that 
the defense will elaborate on these point? 
and will proWaoly question Miss Pollard 
upon them when she takes the stand again 
tomorrow for further cross-examination.

fle Purchased Land in the Wild 
Woods of Virginia, | 


AND DISCOVERED PRECIOUS STONES 


Which Are Highly Valuab'e—Some of the 
Stones Sent to Kuoxville for Jeow- 
elers to Inspeot. 


Knoxville, Tenn., March 18.--(Special.)—It 

is said that the children of a Boer, in the 
Transvaal, playing with a diamond in the 
rough, caused the discovery of the great 
diamond-producing field of south Africa, 
‘ Near Glen Ford, eight miles from Abing- 
don, Va., on a railroad % the river hills of 
the Holson, in a country so rough that 
horses cannot be used and steers are the 
beasts of draught; where the people are 80 
poor that shoes and stockings are luxuries, 
and women consider glass beads the sum- 
mum bonum of personal decoration, the chil- 
dren of men: who cannot read nor write, 
have been playing with opals for toys. 

The story is strange and romantic. Geofge 
McCormick i§ a printer holding “ad” cages 
in the composing room of The Journal. He 
makes money and saves it. He is @ ma- 
tive of Virginia, and last summer wiille 
visiting there bought 156 acres of wild 
lands in the hills, for which he paid $600. 
People laughed at him for his investment, 
for, white well wooded, it was so far from 
the railroad and so rough that lumber could 
not be shipped from it even if a saw mill 
was there. 

McCormick, through his father, who lives 
near Glen Ford, made a bargain with a hill 
man to clear part of the land for tobacco. 
Last week the hired man while at work 
saw a few glittering stones in a hole where 
a tree had been uprooted by the wind. He 
thought he had discovered some snake eggs 
and thinking to amuse his. children with 
them, stooped to pick them up. Of course, 
he discovered his mistake, but he became 
curious and began to dig witha hoe, as he 
had never seen anything like them. Soon 
more were upturned, and when he left off 
he had collécted about two hundred and 
fifty of the curious pebbles. These he took 
home and his children and the children of 
the neighbors, who were given some, used 
them in childish play. 

Some Sent to Kuoxville. 

MecCormick’s father happened along some 
days after and he was given a lot, number- 
ing sixty-two to be sent to Knoxyille. to 
George. Still no one suspected their valve, 
and when McCormick received the package 
he paid little attention to them, but; showing 
ing sixty-two, to be sent to Knoxville to 
is something of an amateur mineralogist, 
was somewhat excited when they were de- 
clared to be Mexican opals. 

Through a friend two jewelers of Knox- 
ville were shown the find and they both 
declared them to be Mextcan opals and 
some of them worth from $50 to $75 each. 

McCormick then made haste to secure the 
balance, and today received notice from his 


° father that another lot of them had been 


sent to him. In the meantime, however, 
fifty of them had been sent by express to 
a brother-in-law in Chicago to @e disposed 
of. 

The stones were exhibited to your @orre- 
spondent this afternoon. The are all beau- 
tifully polished and have evidently been 
through expert lapidary hands. Some of 
them are small and worth but little, but a 
large number are beautiful specimens, of 
a reddish color and a remarkable luster. Of 
the sixty-two first sent McCormick, a few 
of the best will pay the purchase price of 
the farm several times over. 

How Did They Get There? 

How the stones got there can only be con- 
jectured. It is on a beaten road of travel, 
in a wild and rough country, far from a 
place where any man lives that might safe- 
ly be believed to be wealthy enough to 
possess such playthings. The criminal his- 
tory of this section discloses no clue to the 
affair. The only possible explanation is 
that in some way or other they were stolen 
and hid there by the thief. Yet this hard- 
ly seems probable. Pe eS

printer, the farm, the jewelers and the 
stones, which he has himself examined, 
and that fifty of them have been sent to

DENVER’S UNION DEPOT BURNED. 


The Fire Started in the Baggage De- 
partment—A Heavy Logs, 
Denver, March 18.—The union depot was 
totally destroyed by fire this morning, the 
loss being $300,000. The flames were discov- 
ered at 12:30 o’clock this morning in the 
baggage department in the south end of 
tne building. The fire burned fiercely and 
in spite of all the department could do, it 
gained headway, running along the roof in 
a manner that defied ail efforts to check, 
At 1 o’clock it reached the central portion 
of the building and in a few minutes the 
tower was in flames and portions of it 
began to fall. In three quarters of an hour 
from thé time the blaze was discovered 
the handsome and most costly depot strajc- 
ture in the west was in ruins.

Empéror William ina Rassian Uniform 
at Schouvalof’s Dinner, 


|SPOKE 0 THE TOAST OP THE CZAR. 


The Now Treuty Will Not Effect Any 
Changes in Germany. 


EVERYTHING WILL BE QUIET FOR AWHILE 


Aiter the Easter Rec:ss, State Business 
Wilt Proceed—Ths Question of a 
Monument to Emperor William. 


Berlin, March 18.—(Copyright, 1894, by 
the United Press.)\—Count Schouvaloff cele- 
brated the ratification of the reciprocity 
treaty with a dinner at the Russian em- 
bassy last evening. The list of his guests 
proves that, as Chancellur von Caprivi 
said in the reichstag, the ministers stood 
shoulder to shoulder behind him in the 
Struggle against the agrarians. It concluded ) 
the names of all the ministers who were 
suopcsed to be opposing the treaty and 
frying to precipitate a cabinet @asis on 
account of it. There were no speeches ex- 
cept the toasts to the emperor and czar, 
which Were demanded by form. Both toasts, 
however, were so notably cordial as to 
Show the heartiness with which the entente 
had been concluded. 

Emperor William appeared in a Russian 
uniform at the dinner and spoke his toast 
to the czar’s health in’ Russian. 

The Sunday newspapers say that these 
facts prove the complete revival of the 
entente between Germany and Russia. 
Whatever departure from his former policy 
the emperor may contemplate, nothing oc- 
curred at last night’s dinng to indicate 
that the new treaty would effect any im- 
mediate changes in the internal or external 
policy of the emptre. The truth is that 
state affairs will lie fallow for the next 
three we2ks, which the emperor will pass 
with his family in Abazzia. When the 
landtag and the reichstag assemble after 
the Easter holidays, they will find every- 
thing as they left it. The parties will not 
be disturbed at present with any altera- 
tion of the government programme, as the 
ministers are no less anxious than their 
chief for a short rest. 

Several Rumored Changes. 

The newspapers are filled with rumors of 
pending changes in the personnel of the 
government offices. Dr. von Boetticher, im- 
perial secretary of the interior, is expected 
to retire in favor-of Herr von Koeiler, now 
under secretary for Alsace and Lorraine. 
Von Richthoffen, president of the Berlin 
police,-is said to be on the point of resign- 
ing. The most likely candidates for his 
place are Koenigsdorf, president of the 
council in Cassel, or the emperor's favor- 
ite, Staubbenraueh. All these rumors are 
approximately correct. Von Richkthoffen is 
disliked by the chancellor and hated by 
the social democrats and radicals, who are 
in the large majority in Berlin, He fills 
well an office which has become as impor- 
tant as any in the empire, however, and 
neither chancellor nor emperor is sure of 
nraing a man equally efficient for his du- 
ties. As soon as the proper successor shall 
be found, Richthoffen will be thrown over. 
In official circles many other changes in 
tne administrative offices are expected 
shortly, but none of them will affect the 
internal or external policy of the govern- 
ment. They will be purely personal. 

A Warm Debate. 

While the closing debates on the treaty 
were comparatively tame, the grant for 
the monument to Emperor William was dis- 
cussed with great bitterness by the depu- 
ties. The social democrats ard radicals 
surpassed themselves. They made the de- 
bate an anti-monarchical demonstration 
such as the reichstaag had not witnessed 
before for many years. August Bebel, the 
social democratic leader, had the audacity 
to declare that the social democrats as a 
party were animated by anti-dynastic and 
anti-monarchical principles and would never 
assent to vote for the erection of a monu- 
ment to a man who represénted all that 
was hostile to “their sentiments, | 


DEMONSTRATION IN LOQDON. 


Parade of the Workingmen—Speeches 
by Members of Parliament. 
London, March 18.—The trades unions’ 
demonstration in favor of the employers’ 
liabiuty bill, and against the house of 
lords, was in progress all this afternoon. 
It transformed London between the Thames 
embankment and the other siae of Hyde 
park into an indescribable bedlam. The 
whole district was filled with workingmen 
and paupers, brass bands, processions, ban- 

ners and truck loads of spectators. 

The weather was discouraging. The sun 
was obscured by a mist, the air was raw 
and it was unusually dirty under foot. Never- 
theless, before 11 o'clock crowds from the 
east and north quarters began gathering at 
the embankment and along the proposed 
route of the procession. From the north 
district came the scum of all London. A 
more sodden, beer-soaked lot could not be 
‘ound in any other city but London. The 
men were about half clad in tattered, faded 
Coats, occasionally contrasting strangely 
with brand new trousers, which had been 
purchased for the gala day. The women 
came with babies in arms and small chil- 
dren clinging to their skirts. Family par- 
ties camped in the little open spaces or in 
doorways and there consumed fruit, nuts, 


or hot potatoes, which were sold: in great 


quantities along the walks. 

The London rabble loves a holiday, and 
despite their pitiable poverty the crowds 
indulged in much horse play, dancing and 
general picnicking. The main procession 
formed on the embankment shortly before 
noon. Thousands took their places in the 
line and thousands more marched beside 
the regular parade or walked in the rear. 

; In Their Hest Clothes. 

The workingmen in the protession were. 
in their working clothes, somewhat tidied 
for the occasion and embellished with bright 


neckties. Some had new waistcoats, a few | , 


| their husbands, some of them leading their 
little boys by the hand. Many more filled 
the vans and brakes which «¢ccompanied 
the parade from the embankment to the 
park. The rows of men in fhe procession 
were huddled together and they marched 
with exceptional rapidity, yet the 
line required two hours to pass a given 
point just off the embankment. 

The 400 banners in the procession repre- 
sented all the trades. Many if them were 
twenty feet square and were constantly 
being tangled with Irish flags. mounted mot- 
toes and transparencies which had been 


“jumbled together without sequence or sys- 


tem. Vulcans and Neptunes and btindfolded 
justices, brooms and rods, and little coflins, 
were borne aloft on the platforms or dis- 
played from the tailboards of carts. One 
truck carried a coffin with the union jack 
Surmounted with the sign: “The veto 
coffin of the house of lords.’”’ Before and 
after the truck came groups of signs such 
as “down with the lords,” ‘‘No hereditary 
lawmakers.”’ “The lords threw out the em- 
ployers’ liability bill; let us throw them 
out.’’ 
Mere Than a Hundred Bands. 

The most troublesome part-of the proces- 
sion were the bands, for there were more 
than a hundred of them in line, and each 
insisted upon marching in front of cer- 
tain unions. Sometimes four playing with- 
in 200 feet of each other raised such a 
discofdant din as to confuse those in the 
parade and elicit jeers from the spectators.

The Silver Standard in Mexico. 

The report of President W. G. Raoul, 
of the Mexican National railway, gives 
in an indirect way some very interesting 
facts copeerning the effects which the 
single silver standard has on the busi- 
ness prosperity of a nation that is next 
door neighbor to a country where the 
Single gold standard is in operation. 
These facts show beyond all question 
that, as between the two single stand- 
ards, the silver standard is the ene 
Which- affords the greatest stimulus to 
the industrial progress of a peeple, and 
gives them the largest prosperity. 

In Mexico we see an actual demonstra- 
tion of the facts which The Constitution 
has from time to time put forth in the 
shape of arguments. We have employed 
these facts @s arguments, not to show 
that the single silver standard is pre- 
ferable ‘or even desirable as compared 
with the joint standard of gold and sil- 
ver, but to show that there is nothing 
whatever in the threat of the goeldbugs 
that the free eoinage of silver here will 
throw us upon the single silver stand- 
ard. We have stated the facts in order 
to show that even if free coinage by the 
United States did result in the single 
Silver standard the people would be. far 
‘more prosperous under it than they ever 
have been or ever can be under the sin- 
gle gold standard. 

The report of President Raoul shows, 
in the first place, that the Mexican Na- 
tional railway has had a tolerably pros- 
perous. year, compared with the high 
average of prosperity in Mexico, and a 
most remarkably prosperous year when 
compared with the low average of rail- 
way prosperity in this country. The net 
income of the road over cost of working 
was $1,638,487 in Mexican currency—the 
equivalent of $1,310,750 in gold. 

The road was built with foreign capi- 
its bonds is 
payable in guid. The loss in exchange 
for the payment of this interest in gold 
amounts to $432,242. The New York 
Financial Chroniele, however, with a 
fatuous disregard of facts altegether 
laughable, turns the whole net income 
of the company into geld, and figures 
out that one-half of it has been lost 
through the depreciation of silver. As 
this conversion occurred in the office of 
The Financial Chronicle and nowhere 
else, we do not suppose that President 
Raoul and his prosperous railway will 
be bothered by the accompanying loss.

In Mexico the 
purehasing power of the silver dollar 
remains the same, neither increasing nor 
diminishing. Consequently there is sta- 
bility in prices, in wages, and in pres-

Miss Julia Solomon Took an Over- 
dose Toesday Night, 


AND DIED EARLY YESTERDAY MORNING 


Unconscious for Four Days, She Died 
Without a Word of Explanation as to 
Whether It Was Accidental or Not. 


Miss Julia Solomon, a young lady residing 
at 34 Formwalt street, died at 1 o'clock 
from the.effects of a large dose of morphine 
taken Tuesday night. 

From the time the drug was taken Tues- 
day night until her death yesterday morn- 
ing, Miss Solomon. did not recover con- 
scicusmess or @peak a single time. 

Whether Miss Solomon took the deadly 
drug with suicidal intent or whether it was 
the mere accidental taking of an overdose 
can never be ascertained beyond question, 
as upon that point: Miss Solomon was the 
only person qualified to speak. Her friends, 
however, believe and assert most emphati- 
cally that the lamentable tragedy was 
purely the result of accident. 

Miss Solomon has been unwell for several 
days, although not sick enough te take to 
her bed. She has been out of employment 
for a month and has been at the house of 
her brother, Mr. W. J. Tucker, 4 Formwalt 
street. Miss Solomon was formerly em- 
ployed as saleslady at M. Rich & Bros.’ 
establishment. She was employed there for 
quite a long while. 

Tuesday night she was found to be un- 
conscious and gave symptoms of morphine 
poisoning. Dr. Charles Giddings was called 
in and announced that the young lady had 
taken an overdose of morphine. He worked 
hard through the night to rescue the young 
lady and although she was not restored to 
consciousness it was believed that she was 
out of danger. , 

Although saved from’the immediate dead- 
ly effects of the drug, the dose. created 
grave disorders from which the young lady 
could not be saved by all the medical skill 
in the land. The overdose of morphine 
caused kidney troubles and the iatter 
caused the young lady’s death. 

The rumor of suicide was rife on the 
street, but Mr. Tucker, the young lady’s 
brcther-in-law, denied this last night. 

‘The morphine was taken,” said he, ‘for 
a trouble which she had.” 

Dr. Giddings was unable to say whether 
the young lady's death was suicide or not. 
He attended her from first to last. No one 
knows of a single cause for suicide on the 
young lady’s part,

A Negro Woman Falls Into the Fire 
and Barns to Death. 


HALF IN THE TUB, HALE IN THE FIRE 


She Was Found Charred in the Most 
Sickening Manner-—She Is Sup- 
posed to Have Hada Fit. 


While taking a bath just before noon yes- 
terday, Amanda Henderson, a respectable 


negro woman of 91 Loyd street, feli from the | 
bathtub into the fire, and half of her form |

was roasted to a crisp. 

Half in the bathtub, half in the broad, 
open wood fireplace was she found, a sick- 
ening spectacle, two hours later. It is 
presumed that she was $eized with~apo¢ 
plexy or heart disease, fell into the fire, 
and was ufiable to extricate herself. Her 
death was a horrible one and must have 
been attended with maddening pain. 

Amanda Henderson was about thirty-two 
years old and was the wife of an indus- 
trious teamster in the employ of one of 
the lumber companies of the city. She has 
three children and bore a reputation for in- 
dustry and honesty. ‘ 

Yesterday morning she was alone at her 
home, her children being in the yard at 
piay. She heated a quantity of water upon 


the fire in the blazing hearth and filling a / 


large tub, she prepared to take a bath. 

It was just after noon when one of the 
children tried the door to the room and 
found it locked. No amount of calling 
aroused any response, and together the 
three children began to make energetic ef- 
forts te get inside. They were now thor- 
oughly alarmed by the long quiet that had 
prevailed in the room, 

They managed to force up one of the 
windows, and by this means gained entrance 
to the house. Once inside they were par- 
alyzed, dumfounded with horror. Their 
mother was stretched before them, burned 
into an unrecognizable black shape. 

Her feet still rested in the bathtub and 
the greater part of her body lay in the 
fire. Her head was almost entirely burned 
off and not a feature was recognizable. The 
back was burned to a charred mass. 

The children rushed out affyightedly and 
sumrmoned help. It took an amazing short 
time to collect a crowd, and,/in a few 
minutes, hundreds ef people “were gathered 
around. it was a dreadful, repulsive sight to 
see, but morbid throngs crowded in to gaze 
upon it. 

The circumstances of the affair led to an 
investigation by the detectives, but the 
officers soon assured themselves that tha 
woman's death was purely accidental. 

Coroner Paden was informed of the hor- 
rible occurrence, and yesterday afternoon he 
impaneled a jury and held an inquest over 
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the misshapen remains. There was much 
inquiry as to the cause of the death, and it 
was the general verdict that the woman 
must have fallen in an apoplectic fit, or 
from heart’s disease, and while under the 
influence of what might have been but 2 
temporary trouble, she was burned to 
death, being unable to lift herself out of 
the flames. 

A verdict was returned in aceordance with 
the prevailing theory of the case. The hus- 
band said that his wife was subject to 
swimming of the head, particularly when 
she stooped down.

Hia Trials at Antioch, Where He Was 
Born—He Describes His Travels in 
Many Lands—T.2¢e Customs of Syria. 


Wzekial Taminosian, a native of Anticeh, 
Syria, leetured on his native country in 
Trinity Methodist Church last night. . 

Mr: Taminosian’s history is very interegt- 
ing.’ Born of wealthy parerits,.\at an easly 
age misfortune overtook his father, who 
was extensively engaged in the silk, gpice 
and fruit trade, and he was compelled to 


atiopt the work of a shoémaker. The ‘older . 


brothers: of this young Syrian had been 
given excellent educations, but the poverty 
of his father, wien he came to an age 
when he might begin studying, caused him 
to be put to work in his father’s shoe 
Store. His father promised that when he 
had obtained proficiency in hig tasks he 
would give his permission for the son to 
leave and obtain -the education he desired. 
At fifteen years of age he overheard . his 
father remark that the boy could make a 
pair of shoes as well as he could himself, 


‘and thinking this an auspicious time he re- 


minded the father of his premise, and ob- 
tained permission to start a shop of his 
own, and thereby obtained money needed 
in his travels. By industry he soon acquir- 
ed what was a large sum for that country, 
and bidding his parents farewell, .he d@e- 
parted ffom his native eity, going to Jeru- 
salem, noted through that portion of the 
world as an educational center. Failing 
to find an institution at this ancient city 
that was open to him, he traveled on to 
Constantinople, but again he was doomed 
to disappw&iument. His money became 
nearly exhausted, but his hopes and ambi- 
tions did not fail, and he determined to 
make another effort towards reaching the 
goal hehad striven so hard for. Hewent next 
to Smyrna. He was, to-use an intensely 
American phrase, ‘‘dead broke’’ when he 
landed in Smyrna and was reduced to seek- 
ing employment in the shoe shops of that 
place.. He failed in this attempt and as a 
last resort secured the primitive tools 
necessary for the work, and for a’ time 
earned a scanty livelihood going fror door 
to door and repairing the footwear of .the 
native Smyrnians. 

Of this he soon became tired ahd being. 
offered a place in’an expedition into the 
wilds of Africa he accepted it. Taminosian 
understoea the Arabic language almost as 
well as his native tongue, and this was the 
principal requirement of his employer. A 
long and tedious jcurney followed, but one 
that possessed a certain charm to the young 
student. He says that he never regretted 
the Afriean exploration, as much. useful 
and valuable information was picked up in 
this oyt-of:the-way portion of the dark 
continent. The journey ended in Malta, 
where the language resembled very much 
the pure Arabic, and Taminosian succeeded 
well in ‘this mission. He went on a sailing 
vessel there, coming to Liverpool, and 
there it was that thoughts of free America 
and the country flying the stars and stripes 
entered the Syrian’s head and after muth 
search he engaged himself to ae sailing 


‘f Master as a cook on the craft and sailed for 
.the United States. 
-York with less than $0 in his pocket and 
almost entirely ignorant of the language, 


He arrived in New

and entirely so of the customs of 


| country. He felt, however, that a benign 
, providence had guided his footsteps, and, 
: @8 for his future, he had’ only the brightest 
: hopes. After many hardships and priva- 
. tions he finally made. sufficient money ‘to 


warrant him in beginning a_ collegiate 
course in the Evanston: IIE, university, 
and now, six years after he arrived in this 
country an ignorant and penniless lad, he 
has not only supported himself, but has 
laid the foundation for a future competency 
and has an é@ducation of which any man 
might be proud. 

Taminosian has a fund of anecietes about 
his native country. He says that the 
mouths of all eaters there are cauged, and 
for those having large orifices a large spoon 
is provided, whiié those with small mouths 
are given a food-carrying receptacle in ac- 
cordance. He says that to shave one’s 
mustache was considered good grounds 
upon which to doubt a person’s sanity. He 
has a full set of the costumes of his coun- 
try, which he shows for the delectation of 
those who listen to his lectures, and ex- 
cept while on the street, he is usually at- 
tired in the lohg’ fancifully broidered robes 
of a weil-to-do Syrian. 

In speaking of ancient Antioch, Tamano- 


'§ian said that the streets were so narrow 


that carriages could not be used, and al! 


traffic was carried on by means of cara- 


vans. The sanctity of native women is 
preserved according to ancient custom, and 
to prevent unhalowed eyes from gazing 
upon the forms of mothers, sisters and’ 
daughters, high palisades are erecteu around 
the dwellings of that city. The ladies al- 
ways go veiled, and a pair of bewitching 
black ey@S are the only visible portions of 


their anatomy as they @7 on shopping ex- 


peditions through the principal thorough- 
fares and marts of trade. Taminosian’s 
desaription of the interior of a native house 
is very interesting: The old-time habit of 
an entire family~ eating from one large 
dish has been preserved in .all its primi- 
tiveness from a period long previous to the 
Christian era to these latter nineteenth. 
century. times. There are no saloons’ in 
Antioch, and. the sight of an intoxicated 
man is seldom known. A direct command- 
ment from Mohammed, “the true prophet,” 
discountenances such conduct and it is 
rigorously observed. 

Syria Taminosian characterizes as one of 
the fairest countries on the globe, with its 
shores washed by the warm waves of the 


. Mediterranean sea, with flowers and fruits 


in abundance. Damascus, world-famed for 
the fineness of its highly-tempered steel 
biades, a city of 60,..0” inhabitants, is one 
of the principal cities: of that country. 
Among cther customs referred to in his 
conversation, Taminosian spoke of the 
Syrian marriage. As in other Mohamme- 
dan countries the bride and bridegroom 
never see each other until three days after 
the ceremony is performed, all the nego- 
tiations being carried on by the relatives, 
who take a business view of the matter and 
do not let such little and unimportant con- 
siderations as choice or love influence them
